i and was purchased of the U. S. Government, by our worthy and | 
highly esteemed citizen, James Allin, Sen., at $1 25 per acre. At | 
the session of the Illinois Legislature, 1830-31, he succeeded in getting | 
a bill passed for the then new county of McLean, with such boun- | 
daries as to make this spot the most feasible for the county seat.— " 
When the Commissioners came on to lay off the new county, Mr. | 

Allin proposed to donate to the county about 30 acres for the cOun-^ 


ty seat, which proposition was accepted and the town located. 

A public sale took place on the 4th of July, 1831, at which time a 
large number of lots were disposed of, at prices varying from $5 to $50. | 
"This was the first celebration of the glorious Fourth ever held in ۱ 
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Bloomington, and we “guess,” as the Yankees say, that a number of 
our now wealthy citizens have never regretted that they took part 
therein; as many of the lots which then sold from 5 to 50 dollars are 
now worth, and are selling, at from 500 to 3,000 dollars. 

The courts were first held in a small room in one end of Mr. 
Allin’s log house, and then in a little frame building erected on the 
public square for that purpose, until 1836, when the present brick 
court house was erected at a cost of about $8,500. "The court house 
since that time has undergone frequent repairs, adding considerably 
toits beauty, and making its present cost much above these figures. 

In 1832 the county of McLean embraced an era of 42 by 48 
miles—the number of votes polled that year were 382. Since that 
time portions of the county have been taken off to help form the 
counties of Livingston, Woodford, DeWitt, and Logan, leaving the 
present size of the county 42 miles from east to west by about 0 
from north to south. "The census of the county, recently taken, shows 
a population of about 20,000. 

Messrs. Allin, Evans, Dimmett, Larrison, Baker, Gridley, McXis- 
son and Covell may be considered the first settlers of Bloomington, 
all of whom, except Covell, are still residents of our city, having 
lived to witness its wonderful growth and prosperity. 

The first store in ‘Bloomington was commenced by James ‘Allin, 
Sen., in 1829, im a log: sabin néar the corner of our present East and 
Grove streets. Many of his customers were Indians from the surroun- 
ding ‘groves. Up io 1810 there were only 6 small stores in the place, 
"while at this time we can boast of as many fine brick store houses and 
tarifty merchants as any city of like size in the United States: ` 

The first brick building im the town was erected by James Allin, 
Sen., in 1839, at the corner of Centre and Front streets. ^ Now they are 
scattered all over the whole city, and many of them, both private resi-

The first steam mill in Bloomington was built by a Mr. Chase, of 
Cincinnati, in 1835. We now have 8 steam mills in opération , all do- 
ing a profitable business. 

The Indian war which broke out in 1832 created a good deal-of ex- 


.citement in the town and county, and 8 company of volunteers Was 
raised here for the war, of which Gen. Coveli was the Captain, Gen. 


A. Gridley, Ist Lieutenant and M. Baldwin, 2d Lieutenant. Other than 
this, very iittle excitement of any kind was known to disturb the peace 


and quiet of the then little town. The. few inhabitants that were then 
here were at peace with each other; the soil produced bountifully ; pro- 


duce of all kinds could be had in abundance . at a‘‘mere song ;”? and, as 
08ወ0፲ the old citizens expressed it, they were enjoying “a little heaven 
upon earth," when, all of a sudden, the “steam horse? bursted upon 
them; the Goths and Vandals of the East came rushing in; property 
changed hands; log cabin: and htlle frame houses gave place to large 
and beautiful residences; flower gardens and tastefully arrainged shrub- 
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bery yards were desecrated with the erection: of large blocks of three-! 
storied brick stores; and the very earth seemed to tremble with the 


heavy march of improvement!

"The advance in price of all kinds of produce is, of course, attribu- 
table tothe facts of increased population and railroad facilities for ship- 
ment. In early times the only way for farmers of this county to get 
money, was, to cart a load of wheat about 40 miles, to Pekin, on the 
Hlinois river. Then nothing but wheat would bring cash—all other 
kinds of produce had to be traded for store goods at tremendous big 
prices. Many of our more wealthy farmers, however, didn’t pretend to 
sell their grain; but would feed it up to stock, for which, when grown, 
and driven to Chicago or further east they got the cash. Now all 
kinds of grain and produce sells here readily for cash, and buyers. are 
willing and anxious to purchase at good living prices.

In,1850 the citizens thought it expedient to have a city organization 
To get a city charter required a population of at least 1,500 inhabitants. 
The census was taken and the town found to contain, as above stated, 
1,611 souls, whereupon a charter was obtained, and the requisite officers 
elected.

- To the building’ of the two railroads (which intersect each other at 


this point) may be mostly attributed the recent rapid growth of our eity. 
Tis true that the place was in a healthy, growing condition prior to their 
commencement; but not until they were commenced and completed did 


it assume the rapid growth and importance which it has attained: 
The surveys for the Illinois Central Railroad commenced at. this 
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point in 1851. In the spring of 1852 the work commenced, and in J une, 
1833, the ears were running south to this point. It was expected that 
the machine shops of the Central road would be located here; but the 
Company subsequently determined to build them at Wapella, and con- 
sequently only a passenger house, freight house, &c., were erected here. 

In the spring of 1852 the surveys for the Chicago, Alton & St. Lou- 
is Railroad were made through this county, and in the fall of the same 
year the work commencenced thereon near this place, In the fall of 
1853 the cars were running from Springfield here, and in the spring of 
1854 the road was completed through from Alton to Joliet, making a 
complete and speedy connection between St. Louis and Chicago. This 
being the best and most central point on the road, the Company decided 
to establish their machine shops and offices here, which have been and 
still are of very great advantage to the city; bringing, as they have, a 
large and valuable class of citizens to reside among us, and employing 
over 500 hands as Conductors, Engineers, Machinists, Laborers, &c.— 
Hamilton Spencer, Esq., the former Vice President and present Lessee 
of the road, together with all the principle officers of the road reside 
here. several of whom have bought and built for themselves fine resi- 
dences, and are men of wealth, character and position. 


We cannot close this short and hasty sketch of our city without 


paying a passing tribute to those who used their influence in the loca- 
tion of the two depots—making one on the east and the other on the 
west side of the city, about three-fourths of a mile apart. This wise 
and judicious policy has caused the city to expand towards both de- 
pots, spreading the city out over a much larger era than it otherwise 
would have been, and leaving uninjured the old and central portion of 
the city. 

Take it all in all we think there is no city, of its size, in the whole 
Union which exceeds Bloomington. Ihave myself traveled E 
16 States, and visited many of the principal towns and cities in each, 
and give it as my calm and settled conviction that in beauty of loca- 
tion; healthfulness of climate; richness of surrounding country; en- 
terprise and urbaaity of its citizens, there is no place in the whole 
United States which excels, or even equals our own beautiful city; 
and we venture to predict that in less than ten years from this date our 
city will contain a population of not less than 20,000, with Manufac- 
tories and Public Institutions equal, if notsuperior, to any city of like 
size, in the mighty West! à 

We would have gladly stopped our little sketch at this point; but a 
recent fearful firein our midst makes it our duty to record it as a part of 
our history, and a mournful part it is. too. 

On the night of Oct. 16th a fire broke out in the stable attached to 
the Morgan House, and before the flames could be arrested every build- 
ing on the block, except the McLean County Bank, and Messrs. Die- 
trich & Bradner's hardware store, was laid in ruins. By ita laige num- 
ber of our valuable citizens was suddenly deprived of store-houses, 
work-shops and homes—leaving in their stead only the blaekened ruins 
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of afearful conflagration. The loss is variously estimated at from 


. 75,000 to 150,000 dollars. By the falling of one of the chimneysa Mr. 


Green was killed, and two others badly wouaded. 

An Ordinance has been passed preventing any but brick houses to: 
be built upon the square; and already severalof the lot owners are be- 
ginning to rebuild on the “burnt district.? The probabilities are that 
within two years time the whole block will again be rebuilt with good 
and substantial brick edifices.
